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Council to 
help with 
first time 
house buy 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
scheme to help out first-time 
buyers in Walsall will have a 
real impact on people’s lives, 
says the borough’s regener¬ 
ation boss. 

Around 100 first-time 
buyers can get help from the 
Local Lend a Hand scheme. 

Walsall Council has 
invested £2m in a pro¬ 
gramme being run by Lloyds 
TSB, with first-time buyers 
needing to find a deposit of 
around five per cent. 

The authority hopes to 
invest a total of £5m and 
help as many as 250 people 
get on the property ladder. 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said it 
would have a real impact on 
peoples’ lives. 

Start 

“By helping people to buy 
homes we will be providing a 
much-needed boost for the 
borough’s housing market,” 
he explained. 

Most buyers say the 
biggest challenge is to raise a 
deposit for their first home. 

Under the scheme, bor¬ 
rowers can buy their home 
with a deposit less than the 
10 per cent required from 
most mortgage lenders. 

Borrowers can select a 
Walsall property up to a 
maximum loan of £142,500. 
The council will provide a 
cash-backed indemnity of up 
to 20 per cent. The local 
authority then earns inter¬ 
est on this amount. 

Police car in

A POLICE officer and his 
PCSO colleague were taken 
to hospital after a crash on a 
main route in Brownhills.

'BEDROOM TAX' 
TO HIT TENANTS

MORE than 3,000 Walsall tenants will be affected by 
changes to housing benefit that could see monthly pay¬ 
ments slashed by up to £100. 

The introduction of the controversial ‘bedroom tax’ will see a 14 per cent cut to 
housing benefit for people who have one empty bedroom and a 25 per cent cut to 
homes with more than two empty bedrooms. The policy, to be launched in April by 
the Government, is aimed at freeing up social housing, particularly large family 
homes, by reducing the number of under-occupied properties. 

Any tenant in receipt of housing benefit who has more bedrooms than the Government 
says they need will lose part of that benefit and it doesn’t matter how the ‘spare’ bedroom 
is being used. That includes partners who have to sleep apart due to a medical condition 

and those who keep a bedroom for children 
who live elsewhere but visit, according to 
guidelines. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete Smith has 
released figures showing the number of 
households affected. He says deprived areas 
will be hit hardest, with 467 households hit 
in Leamore-Birchills, Blakenall (450) and 
Darlaston South (345), while more affluent 
areas such as Streetly (two), Paddock (nine) 
and Pheasey (17) remain relatively 
unscathed. 

The Democratic Labour councillor said: 
“I hope that people are aware that this dis¬ 
gracefully unfair tax is a decision of the 
Coalition Government and not the fault of 
either Walsall Council or the social land¬ 
lords, such as Walsall Housing Group 
(whg).” 

The borough’s largest landlord whg, cur¬ 
rently has 3,557 applicants on the housing 
register but only 361 properties available, 
leaving a large housing deficit. 

Downsize 

Mark Causer, welfare reform technical 
specialist at whg, said: “We have completed 
an in-depth analysis of all our homes to 
determine who will be affected, so we can 
contact customers to help them plan for the 
change.” 

The group has put together a selection of 
measures to help residents, including an 
saving scheme that rewards tenants for 
paying their rent on time and also by provid¬ 
ing money mentors. 

Some residents have already chosen to 
downsize their home to avoid the benefit 
cut. More than than 100 people have been 
helped to move by a Walsall Council initia¬ 
tive last year and this number is expected to 
rise. 

Those aged over 61 will not be affected, 
nor will anyone who is the tenant of a one- 
bedroom flat or bedsit. 


Road uproots 
plot holders 

AN allotment in Walsall is to be reduced in 
size due to a new road, leaving plot holders 
with less growing space. 

An access route is being created to the 
Borneo Street site, meaning some gardeners 
will lose land. It is feared up to eight plots 
will be affected. 

Walsall Council said residents in Borneo 
Street are unable to use the garages along 
the road into the allotments, prompting the 
need for new access. It says 15 allotment 
plots are being created in nearby Cartbridge 
Lane as part of a £50,000 scheme. 

Lisa Akins, who has an allotment at 
Borneo Street, said between a quarter and 
half of plots could be lost and she was against 
moving to land in Cartbridge Lane due to 
uncertainty of the quality of the land. 

The 47-year-old from Willenhall has a 
shed and greenhouse in place at her 18 by 
50ft plot. 

She said: “I have worked for 12 years on 
that particular plot. I have spent that time 
getting the soil to its most productive. I am 
very upset by the council.” 

Leisure and culture chief councillor 
Anthony Harris said: “The proposed Cart¬ 
bridge Lane South plot is centrally located, 
alongside the main A461 road and would 
offer good accessibility to residents. 

“The new access arrangements would 
reduce the size of the existing Borneo Street 
allotment site so we had to find somewhere 
to replace it to comply with the law relating 
to allotments.”

Meeting 
call after 
cemetery 
plan fails 

THE developer behind a 
failed plan for a £3 million 
cemetery in Walsall wants to 
hold a meeting with con¬ 
cerned residents before con¬ 
sidering an appeal or 
follow-up application. 

Aamer Waheed, boss of 
Springhill Cemetery Group, 
wanted to create the 
Aldridge Road Burial Park. 

Planning chiefs at Walsall 
Council turned down the 
application due to the risk it 
would pose to the groundwa¬ 
ter level at the site, which 
has flooded in the past. 

They said the application 
had not properly assessed 
the presence of grey crested 
newts, bats and protected 
species believed to be 
present. 

Decisions 

Applicant Mr Waheed said 
he would like to have a 
meeting with residents 
before making decisions on 
any future plan for the site. 

Had the plans been 
approved, more than 8,000 
burial plots would have been 
created on the 4.3-hectare 
site. It would also have 
included a reception build¬ 
ing, a 64-space car park and 
a new access road. 

Seven jobs would have 
been created. 

Suky Samra, of campaign 
group Residents Against 
Cemetery, said people were 
“not jumping up and down” 
yet amid fears there may be 
a follow-up application or an 
appeal. 

Fire damages 
flats project 

BUILDINGS being con¬ 
verted into flats in Walsall 
were damaged in a fire. 

Severe damage was 
caused to the roofs of the 
premises in Short Acre 
Street. 

Firefighters were called at 
10.45pm on Saturday and 
spent 45 minutes tackling 
the flames. Crews remained 
at the scene until 1.30am to 
ensure it was fully out. 

No-one was inside at the 
time and no other properties 
needed to be evacuated. The 
cause of the blaze is not 
known. 
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Benefits cheat kept quiet about £90k lottery win

A LOTTERY winner from 
Walsall kept quiet about his 
£90,000 prize and claimed 
more than £12,000 in bene¬ 
fits, a court heard. 

School caretaker Geoffrey 
McLukie kept the money, 
with cash he won on horse 
races, in a savings account. 

He started claiming Job 
Seekers Allowance in May 
2008 after he was made 
redundant from a six-month 


job as a mechanic. Evidence 
came to light and an investi¬ 
gation was launched by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions, Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court heard. 

It was discovered McLu¬ 
kie, 52, had been overpaid 
by £12,215. 

Mr Nick Baker, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court: “He 
claimed Jobseeker’s 

Allowance from 2008. He 


said he was unemployed and 
had capital under the pre¬ 
scribed limit. But evidence 
was gathered by investiga¬ 
tors that he had capital and 
had failed to declare it.” 

McLukie, who lives with 
his mother in Remington 
Road, Beechdale, was inter¬ 
viewed by the DWP in Feb¬ 
ruary 2012. Mr Baker 
continued: “He said he 
understood the rules and 


that he had over £16,000. 
He had not considered that 
to be savings.” 

McLukie now works 10 
hours a week as a school 
caretaker. 

He admitted falsely 
making a statement to 
obtain a benefit. He was 
given a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order and 150 hours of 
unpaid work. He must also 
pay costs of £100. 


Budget is decided 
at stormy meeting 


WALSALL’S budget was passed at a heated 
meeting that saw opposition Labour council¬ 
lors abstain from a crucial vote. 

Labour, currently the largest group on Walsall Council, 
did not vote against the 2013/14 budget last Thursday but 
the party did table a number of amendments that were 
rejected by the borough’s ruling Conservative and Liberal 
Democrat coalition. Labour councillors could have derailed 
the budget and its £13 million worth of cuts. 

They argued that voting « by Laura g |yth 


against the budget would 
have instantly paralysed the 
local authority and stopped 
it spending money on essen¬ 
tials such as taking children 
into care. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
told the meeting: “I believe 
it is a fair and democratic 
budget. 

“Over the last few years 
we have had to cut millions 
of pounds because of Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. Local govern¬ 
ment is bearing the brunt of 
all these central cuts.” 

He said raising council tax 
was the right thing to do but 
warned “worse is yet to 
come” in relation to cuts. 


WHG on list 
for national 
home awards 

A HOUSING association in 
Walsall has been shortlisted 
for two national awards. 

Walsall Housing Group 
has been named as a finalist 
in two categories in the UK 
Housing Awards 2013. 

The awards recognise out¬ 
standing work by housing 
organisations to improve the 
lives of people in their com¬ 
munities and are organised 
by the Chartered Institute of 
Housing and Inside Housing 
magazine. 

The housing association is 
one of six organisations left 
in the running. 


Several amendments were 
presented to Cllr Bird who 
called for the meeting to be 
halted so the coalition could 
discuss the proposals. 

Labour wanted a series of 
measures to be funded by 
£759,000 from reserves and 
£5,000 to be set aside per 
ward for area partnerships. 
They wanted free replace¬ 
ment wheelie bins for older 
people and asked for the 
council to agree to a review 
of its management structure 
within six months. 

Abstained 

Cllr Bird said the coalition 
decided not to support any of 
the amendments. 

In the end, 29 voted for the 
budget, 27 abstained with 
one councillor voting 
against, Blakenall’s council¬ 
lor Pete Smith. 

He said: “Labour council¬ 
lors will sit on their hands. 
They don’t have the courage 
to oppose the cuts and do not 
have the confidence to put 
forward their own budget.” 

Labour councillor Lee 
Jeavons, Birchills Leamore, 
said: “If we did not agree on 
the budget then as a council 
we could not take on any 
contracts or we could see 
people come up from London 
to sort us out. I can’t vote for 
it but I can’t vote against it. ” 

The budget increases 
council tax by 1.85 per cent 
and suspends garden waste 
collections will for three 
months a year.

The Labour MP said the 
Scrap Metal Dealers Bill 
would create a “rigorous 
licensing system”. 

Amongst other things, it 
will ban cash transactions 
for scrap metal and could 
be in force as early as the 
end of the month. 

Rigorous 

Mr Winnick said: “I 
spoke and supported the 
measure in the Commons. 
In my speeches I referred 
to the anti-social activities 
involved in scrap metal 
dealing in parts of my con¬ 
stituency. A good number 
of residents had written 
and complained regarding 
what was happening in 
their neighbourhood. 

“The Bill will bring 
about a rigorous licensing 
system. Those trading in 
scrap metal properly and 
legitimately certainly have 
nothing to worry about. 
Those who do not, will find 
that matters have 
changed.” 

Mr Winnick said the 
most “sickening” metal 
related crimes in the 
Walsall borough had been 
attacks on churches and 
war memorials. 

Councils told 
to save more 
on wages bill 

COUNCILS have saved mil- 
llions of pounds by axing 
dozens of high earning staff. 

But pressure group the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance wants 
authorities to do more to 
reduce payroll costs as they 
search for savings after Gov¬ 
ernment funding cuts.

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Final chance 
after nearly 
200 offences 

A PROLIFIC crook who has 
racked up nearly 200 
offences was caught after a 
trail of rusty water led police 
to a stolen boiler in a shed. 

Darren Fraser has a con¬ 
victions list that includes 
195 crimes, of which more 
than 100 are for theft, a 
judge was told. 

The father-of-two pleaded 
guilty at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court to a charge of 
receiving stolen goods. 

Supervisors were called to 
a Walsall Homes property in 
Bridgwater Close, Walsall 
Wood, on August 8 last year. 
They found radiators had 
been removed and copper 
piping cut up. It was also dis¬ 
covered that a boiler had 
been removed from the 
unoccupied property. 

Mr David Lees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The police arrived 
at the scene at 1.30pm and 
were able to follow a trail of 
rusty water which ended at a 
shed which this defendant 
had been using. When they 
opened it there was the 
stolen property. 

Found 

“The defendant was later 
arrested and told officers he 
had found the boiler in an 
alleyway. 

“He has a considerable 
record that includes 195 
offences and over 100 are for 
theft.” 

Mr Anthony Potter, 
defending, said: “There are 
a significant amount of 
offences but Mr Fraser 
would consider all of these 
are in his past. He is trying 
to distance himself from his 
previous conduct.” 

Fraser, of Bloxwich Road, 
Walsall, was given a two- 
year-community order. As 
part of this he will be super¬ 
vised by the probation 
service and he is required to 
take an anger management 
programme. 

Fraser was ordered to 
carry out 75 hours of unpaid 
work. While passing sen¬ 
tence Recorder Richard 
Bond told him: “This is your 
final chance.” 

£60111 motorway 
contract for firm 

A £12 million-a-year five 
year contract with the Road- 
chef motorway services 
group has been won by 
Blakemore Wholesale,part 
of the Willenhall-based A F 
Blakemore & Son group. 

It will serve 37 Roadchef 
sites at 27 UK motorway 
service areas. 

From next month it will 
provide confectionery, 
grocery, chilled foods, 
tobacco and motor oils to 
forecourt stores and WH 
Smith sites. It is worth an 
estimated £60 million over 
the course of the contract. 


Attacker should never be released, says victim

THE survivor of a frenzied machete attack at the 
hands of a jealous love rival said he hoped his tor¬ 
mentor would never be released from jail. 

Richard Crane, aged 47, spoke of his relief that 
Kevin Pallatina has been given an indeterminate 
prison sentence for the attempted murder 
outside the Anchor pub in Brownhills, where 
both were regulars. 

Judge Robin Onions gave a sentence of impris¬ 
onment for public protection, meaning Pallatina 
may never be released. But he will be eligible for 
a review of his imprisonment in seven years, after 
being given a 10-year sentence that is reduced by 
the fact he has been on remand for three years. 


Mr Crane said he believed Pallatina should not 
be released on the grounds that he could attack 
someone else in similar circumstances. 

“I think he would do it again,” he said. 

Mr Crane, who cannot remember the attack, 
added that he was pleased the court case was over 
and he could now start to rebuild his life. 

“It is a relief that it has finally happened. It was 
traumatic and it still is now,” he said. “I am grate¬ 
ful to everyone who has helped me through it.” 

Mr Crane, who used to work in a cemetery, can 
now no longer work outdoors, is unable to drive 
and requires ongoing medical treatment. He lost 
an eye in the attack. 


While the reason for the attack was Pallatina 
wrongly believing his ex-partner Lorraine 
Maskell had begun a relationship with Mr Crane, 
the pair actually did get together two months 
later. 

Detective Constable Julian Moss, from West 
Midlands CID, said: “Pallatina had a history of 
controlling and possessive behaviour which ulti¬ 
mately led to the breakdown of this relationship. 

“He continued to harass his ex-girlfriend, and 
as a result a harassment order was served on him, 
which he breached. 

“The attack was vicious and planned.” 


Ex-lover is jailed for 
machete murder bid 


A SPURNED lover has been jailed indefinitely 
for attacking his ex-girlfriend’s male friend 
with a machete and leaving him for dead in 
the snow. 

Jealous Kevin Pallatina hit Richard Crane 13 times with 
the weapon in Brownills High Street, leaving him for dead, 
covered in blood and with a smashed eye socket. 

Pallatina, aged 45, was given an indeterminate prison 
sentence on Friday but must 
serve at least 10 years. 


Theft hits 
camping 
trip plans 

A TRAILER filled with 
almost £7,000 worth of 
equipment has been stolen 
from a Walsall Scout group, 
plunging its annual family 
camping trip into doubt. 

Thieves broke into a 
secure holding in Pelsall 
where the trailer filled with 
camping items, including 
tents and stoves was being 
stored on behalf of 49th 
Aldridge Scouts. 

Scout leaders said they 
had been left devastated as 
police launched an appeal 
for information about the 
theft from land at the junc¬ 
tion of Fordbrook Lane and 
Vicarage Road. 

Every June the group 
takes a family trip to 
Beaudesert camp site near- 
Rugeley. 

But Peter Killops, one of 
the leaders of the 60-strong 
troop, said losing their 
equipment would threaten 
the event. 

Witnesses are asked to 
call 101. 


He was jailed almost three 
years to the day of the fren¬ 
zied attack in the early 
hours of February 19, 2010. 

Judge Robin Onions told 
him: “The attack lacked 
mercy and went on and on 
and on. You left him for 
dead. 

“All who have seen the 
photographs have seen the 
extent of bleeding. 

Blood 

“Police officers said they 
had never seen so much 
blood.” 

Pallatina, of Bridgewater 
Close, Walsall Wood, had 
split up with Lorraine 
Maskell after a year and 
believed she and 47-year-old 
Mr Crane, known as Digger, 
were forming a romance. 

Victim Mr Crane was on 
the phone to Miss Maskell 
when attacked. 

Pallatina was found guilty 
of attempted murder by a 
jury. 

Judge Onions, sitting at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court, 
said Pallatina was unable to 
accept his split from Miss 
Maskell, sending her threat¬ 
ening messages. 

He said: “You were com¬ 
pletely obsessed with her 
and completely unable to let 
her go.”

“I really enjoyed the friendly, welcoming 
atmosphere, immediately became a member 
and will remain one until the day I die. 

“I have gone at least four times a week, 
sometimes seven, ever since. I never tire of 
the place. The atmosphere is still as good as it 
was the first time I walked through its doors. ” 

His dedication to the club is mirrored by 
his wife. They acted as its steward and stew¬ 
ardess for 18 months from 1958. She said: “I 
do not mind the time he spends down there. 
It is like a second home for him and I go with 
him as often as I can. We like the company.” 

Mr Kempson has just retired as the club 
treasurer after being on its committee since 
1952. He was sports secretary and has organ¬ 
ised the Silver Threads group for older 
members.

Boss slams 'inaccurate' empty shops figure 


WALSALL’S deputy council leader has branded 
new figures claiming that Walsall has the second 
highest rate of empty shops as “inaccurate” and 
“unhelpful”. 

Figures from the Local Data Company (LDC), 
revealed last week, placed Walsall second in the 
league table of the worst-performing large towns, 
trailing only to Stockport. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew challenged 
researchers to visit the town again to see a “true” 
picture of what is happening in its centre despite 
the continued deep recession. 

He said Primark, Nando’s, Co-op and a poten¬ 
tial nine-screen cinema development were all in 
the pipeline for the town centre. 

“It is no good researchers pronouncing on our 
town from afar once or twice a year,” he said. 
“There are success stories that they really should 


come and listen to. What about some congratula¬ 
tions to those businesses still surviving in these 
challenging times? 

“In a time where we should be encouraging and 
promoting town centres, reports like this just run 
them down with no ideas for solutions. 

Comparing 

“Our own records do not show an increase in 
vacant units in Walsall town centre, so the LDC 
figures are inaccurate as well as unhelpful. 

“It is still not clear, despite asking, what meas¬ 
ures the LDC use, such as which geographical 
area it uses, so it is a little bit like comparing 
apples with pears.” 

He said council figures showed a decrease in 
vacant units so far this year with no sharp 
increases over the last few months. 

“We would welcome the LDC being open and 


transparent about what measures researchers 
use so that we can compare data accurately. 

“Independent businesses are still a strong 
presence in our town centre, although Walsall has 
suffered like many other towns with the closure 
of national retailers. Some of the empty units are 
active development sites. For those that are not, 
we constantly work with landlords with a view to 
bringing these units back into use.” 

A £100,000 scheme has been set up to encour¬ 
age businesses with subsidised rent and business 
rate relief. 

Town centre landlord Prem Kharabanda, of 
Status Associates Ltd, said: “The last couple of 
years have been very challenging in terms of busi¬ 
ness. However, 2013 seems to have started well. 
We have had a number of inquiries for our vacant 
units.” 


Plan brings hope of 
jobs at foundry site 


AROUND 270 jobs could be created in Walsall 
as part of plans for a new manufacturing base 
on the borough’s historic Ductile Wesson site. 

The former foundry site closed in 2009, shedding around 
150 jobs. That brought an end to almost 200 years of man¬ 
ufacturing at Bull Lane. 

But agent Wednesfield Properties Limited has now ear¬ 
marked the western part of the land for a new industrial 
building, warehouse, offices and car parking. 

Under plans submitted to Walsall Council, an as-yet 


unnamed company special¬ 
ising in the manufacture of 
fasteners and components 
would move in. 

Darlaston South council¬ 
lor Paul Bott welcomed the 
scheme. He said: “The site 
has been vacant for a 
number of years. It’s a prime 
site for any developer in the 
Moxley area.

A POPULAR Walsall night¬ 
club is being resurrected for 
one night only. 

The Dilke in Aldridge 
Road was the place to be in 
the 1980s before it closed 
down in the 90s and became 
a pub-restaurant.

A planning application 
has been submitted to 
council bosses and a report 
to them states: “The pro¬

currently vacant brownfield 
site back into use.” 

The warehouse and indus¬ 
trial space, along with three- 
storey offices, would add up 
to a development of more 
than 150,000 sq ft.

Roadworks thieves on camera

IT appeared to be a completely innocent 
scene of two workmen battling against the 
elements to do their normal day-to-day job. 

But this picture, taken by The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star, actu¬ 
ally caught two suspected thieves in the act. 

Police believe the bogus workmen donned 
fluorescent yellow jackets and stole £3,500 
worth of machinery being used for road¬ 
works on Broadway North, Walsall. 

They were snapped by a staff photogra¬ 
pher while he was out capturing images of 
snowy scenes. 

And when the picture appeared in the 
paper, it emerged the men were suspected 
thieves believed to have stolen a hydraulic 
breaker. The theft happened at around 6am 


at the junction with Gillity Avenue on 
Monday, February 11. 

Police have launched an investigation 
and are appealing for information about the 
theft. 

It comes as £120,000 worth of improve¬ 
ments are being carried out around the busy 
road. Contractors for Walsall Council, 
Jordan Road Surfacing, had a vehicle 
parked on Broadway North in a secure 
fenced area but when the real workmen 
returned to work they saw it had been pulled 
open and part of the vehicle, a hydraulic 
breaker valued at £3,500, had been stolen.

Funds are 
set aside 
for leisure 
schemes 

AROUND £130,000 is being 
spent on developing plans 
for two new leisure centres 
in Walsall. 

The money has been set 
aside by Walsall Council 
towards preparation work 
for the rebuilds at Oak Park 
and Bloxwich. The cash is 
being spent on design, 
surveys and planning work 
as part of ambitious schemes 
for multi-million pound 
leisure facilities. 

The new-look centres are 
part of a £14 million vision 
for leisure in the borough 
with a funding bid submit¬ 
ted to Sport England. 

Leisure chief Councillor 
Anthony Harris said: “We 
have allocated £130,000 
towards the design, surveys 
and planning work for the 
improvements at Oak Park 
and Bloxwich Leisure 
Centres. As part of this 
process we have to ensure 
various reports are carried 
out for both sites looking at 
areas such as mining and 
travel plans. 

“This is an extremely 
exciting set of plans that the 
council is keen to see deliv¬ 
ered. Levels of activity are 
currently low and this will 
be an investment into 
Walsall’s future to improve 
health and wellbeing.” 

Plans for the new Oak 
Park Leisure Centre include 
an eight-lane swimming 
pool and a new floodlit pitch 
at Walsall Wood. 

Doctors in 
a 999 role 

DOCTORS have teamed up 
with paramedics to respond 
to emergency calls in a bid to 
ease pressure on the ambu¬ 
lance service. 

The pilot scheme by West 
Midlands Ambulance 
Service has seen more 
people treated at home, 
reducing cases at A&E 
departments. 

Now, the trial, fun-ded by 
Walsall, Wolverhampton, 
Dudley and Sandwell’s Clin¬ 
ical Commis sioning Groups, 
is to be expanded from one 
car to four, operating seven 
days a week from 10am to 
midnight. The teams have 
responded to 419 calls, treat¬ 
ing two thirds at home. 

Dr Hassan Saqr, who 
taking shifts, said: “The 
trial is very useful and we’re 
seeing a lot of patients. 
Some, unfortunately, 
shouldn’t have called 999 in 
the first place, but the 
majority are able to be 
treated at home.”

THE manager of a shop in 
Walsall who sold cigarettes 
to an under-age customer 
has been handed a court bill 
of almost £500. 

Muhammad Zia-ul-haque, 
35, sold cigarettes to a 16- 
year-old boy during a test 
purchasing operation at A1 
Convenience Store, Stafford 
Street, Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard. 

Mrs Kerry Munro, prose¬ 
cuting, said the operation 
had been carried out by 
Walsall Council’s trading 
standards at five businesses 
and only the A1 store failed. 

The 16-year-old volunteer 
bought a packet of 10 ciga¬ 
rettes without being asked 
to produce proof of age and 
identity. 

Camera 

Mrs Munro said the boy 
was fitted with a covert 
camera and instructed to say 
he was 18 if asked his age. 

Zia-ul-haque told officers 
that he had no formal train¬ 
ing regarding age-restricted 
products and had been 
having trouble with youths 
being abusive when asked 
for ID. He said he thought 
the boy was aged about 19. 

Zia-ul-haque had lived at 
the store but has since 
moved to West Bromwich 
Road, Palfrey. 

He did not attend the 
hearing but his absence was 
excused because he had 
written to the court admit¬ 
ting to a charge of selling 
tobacco to a person under 
the age of 18. 

In mitigation, the court 
heard that the lease on the 
shop came to an end this 
month and he had now 
started working at a chicken 
factory. 

He was fined £73, ordered 
to pay £390 costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

Community order after £lOk benefits fraud H 


A BENEFITS cheat from Bloxwich who swindled more than 
£10,000 has been handed a community order. 

Mother-of-two Kelly Hamilton fraudulently claimed 
housing and council tax benefits over a period spanning 
almost five years, Walsall Magistrates Court heard. 

The 34-year-old shop worker started claiming benefits in 
2004 on the basis that she was a lone parent with two chil¬ 
dren. Earnings and childcare costs were taken into consid¬ 
eration, the court heard. 

Mrs Kerry Munro, prosecuting, said a review into her 
claims was done in December 2011. She explained: “It was 
done because she had not reported any changes in income 
since 2007.” 

Hamilton, of Glastonbury Way, Bloxwich, filled in forms 
and provided documents when asked for them. 


They showed her circumstances had changed over a 
period of time but she had not reported changes in her 
income or that she no longer had to pay childcare costs. 

The case was referred to an investigation team and she 
was interviewed under caution in March 2012. Her claims 
were reassessed and it came to light that she had fraudu¬ 
lently received £8,660.75 in housing benefit and £2,402.82 
in council tax benefit. 

Admitted 

Hamilton, who had no previous convictions, admitted 


Mrs Sheila Hicklin, for Hamilton, said that she worked 
part-time in a shop and had been asked to work overtime 
and had accepted. She said that Hamilton had reported the 
changes in her circumstances to Her Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs department and had assumed it would have noti¬ 
fied other relevant authorities, but this was not the case. 

She said: “It was not fraudulent from the outset. Why the 
departments can’t speak to each other, I don’t know. It’s a 
shame that people like her are brought before the court but 
it is clearly seen as taking out of the public purse.” 

Hamilton had since told her employer that she no longer

Nursing cover bill at 

Manor rises to £1.1 m 


AN EXTRA £300,000 was spent on temporary 
nurses at Walsall Manor Hospital last year 
compared to the previous 12 months. 

More than £1.1 million was used on agency nursing staff 
between January and December 2012, figures show. This is 
compared to just over £800,000 in 2011 and comes as health 
chiefs have dealt with a rise in admissions to the hospital. 

This has included a 30 per 
rise in the treatment of 
patients at the Manor from 
Staffordshire. This saw an 
extra 35 people a week 
between April and Decem¬ 
ber last year. 

Reduced A&E opening 
hours at scandal-hit 
Stafford Hospital have been 
attributed to the rise in 
patients dealt with at the 
Manor. 

Average attendances per 
month have increased from 
442 per month in April to 
December 2011 to around 
592 per month for April to 
December 2012, an increase 
of 34 per cent. 

Sickness 

Figures released under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act revealed £808,814 was 
spent between January and 
December 2011 compared to 
£1,130,975 last year. 

Recent figures showed 
sickness absence in Decem¬ 
ber was 5.12 per cent, 
against the monthly target 
of 3.95 per cent. 

But health bosses say 
tighter controls over spend¬ 
ing on temporary workers 
have been introduced. 

Jayne Tunstall, chief 
operating officer at the NHS 
trust, said the past year had 
seen an unprecedented 
number of admissions 
forcing the hospital to find 
additional capacity and 
staff.

£200k needed by service 


IT will cost £200,000 to improve children’s 
services in Walsall following a damning 
Ofsted report, Walsall Council has been told. 

A report has revealed that the figure is required to 
manage services effectively. 

An improvement notice was served on the council by the 
Government after Ofsted branded the local authority’s 
safeguarding service, and its capacity to improve, as “inad¬ 
equate”. According to a new report by children’s services 
boss Rose Collinson, services have since been reviewed, 
action plans discussed with senior managers and organisa¬ 
tions have been drafted in to help provide support. 


But the report also reveals more cash should be pumped 
into the service to help it hit standards. 

Members of the children and young people’s scrutiny 
panel have also begun a programme of visits to children’s 
services to meet with youngsters and staff. 

Briefings 

Staff briefings also take place every six weeks to ensure 
key messages are communicated. 

Ofsted inspectors carried out a two-week inspection last 
June. A report revealed that out of a total of 22 judgment 
areas, eight areas of practice were found to be inadequate.

MP spots a chance to 
revive mast challenge

CREATIVE writers at a Walsall school put their pens to 
paper for the borough-wide Mayor’s Poetry Competition.

A FRESH challenge could be made against a 
controversial phone mast which has been 
allowed to remain in Pheasey despite the 
objections of hundreds of residents. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz is pursuing action to get the 
Court of Appeal to reopen the case into the 45ft mast in 
Waverley Road . She said that under civil procedures rules, 
there is an opportunity for fresh hearings if there has been 
an injustice or the circum¬ 
stances are exceptional. 

A landmark case was 
brought to court by Walsall 
Council earlier this month 
in a bid to get a full appeal at 
the High Court. But it was 
rejected by a judge. 

More than 300 residents 
signed a petition in opposi¬ 
tion to the 02 and Vodafone 
mast. Council chiefs criti¬ 
cised the decision not to 
allow an appeal as “morally 
reprehensible.” 

Petition 

Ms Vaz said: “The Court of 
Appeal did not address pro¬ 
visions of rule 52.17 of the 
Civil Procedure Rules which 
allow the Court of Appeal to 
reopen the final determina¬ 
tion of an appeal in situa¬ 
tions where doing so is 
necessary to avoid real injus¬ 
tice; the circumstances are 
exceptional; and there is no 
alternative effective remedy. 

“In my view, significant 
injustices have taken place 
in the construction of the 
phone mast.” 

The mast was put up 18 
months ago and the author¬ 
ity then sought to take 
enforcement action because 
planning permission had 
been refused.

Phone bosses said they 
had not received the notice 
of refusal and pushed ahead 
citing “permitted develop¬ 
ment”. 

The council said the deci¬ 
sion for the mast, at the 
junction of Beacon Road, 
was posted on its website 
and sent to Vodafone 11 days 
before the 56-day deadline 
for a planning decision. 

The operator insisted it 
needed to improve coverage. 

A judge refused permis¬ 
sion for a judicial review last 
May but council chiefs have 
refused to give up, leading to 
the hearing this month. 

Councillor Adrian 

Andrew, Walsall’s regenera¬ 
tion boss, said no-one in the 
area wanted it and claimed 
they had been “ridden 
roughshod over.”

NIP concerned as cost of 
weekly shopping soars 



A STUDENT from Willenhall has 
won the Golf Volunteer of the Year 
Award for her work in helping to 
promote the sport. 

Charlotte Stanton, a former pupil 
at St Thomas More School, was 
handed the prize by the England 
Golf Partnership. 

It marked a double celebration for

THE cost of the weekly shop has 
soared by more than 21 per cent 
in four years, - five times the rate 
of inflation. 

The Chronicle’s sister newspaper The 
Express & Star has compared the price of 
typical goods people buy in Sainsbury’s and 
Tesco today with the same items in 2009. 

And it has been highlighted by Walsall 
North MP David Winnick as showing how 
living standards have been “undermined”. 

This comes after warnings that prices will 
go up even more as supermarkets try to 
recover from the horse meat scandal by 
guaranteeing the quality of products. 

Quantity 

The survey found that some goods had 
only got cheaper because manufacturers 
have reduced the quantity. 

A basket of goods, containing cereal, 
baked beans, bread, apples, cheese, milk, 
eggs, butter and a few treats like biscuits, 
chocolate and fizzy drinks, along with fuel 
bought from supermarket petrol stations, 
now costs around 21 per cent more. Infla¬ 
tion since 2009 has been around four per 
cent and is currently 2.7 per cent. 

Mr Winnick said: “This illustrates the 
way in which living standards have been 
undermined for so many people. Those on 
lower wages will spend more of their new 
income on food than those on higher 
salaries.” 

The increases have been put down to 
supermarkets and their suppliers rather 
than the producers and farmers. 

But the increasing demand for biofuels, 
which takes up land that could be used for 
crops, is said to be also playing a part.

The stench even made its way on to receipts 
and papers in the shop. It was disgusting. I have had to 
replace everything and have been up to my eyes dealing 
with the insurance and repairs. 

The mother-of-three from Bloxwich said: “The shop is so 
much more than a shop. It offers support for women coping 
with all stages of treatment and surgery and also provides 
support for their husbands and partners.”

THEY have been getting 
together for decades to share 
a love of Victorian musical 
theatre - now Walsall’s 
Gilbert and Sullivan Society is 
celebrating 50 years. 

To mark its half-century milestone, 
the group at the weekend performed 
two of the Victorian duo’s best loved 
operettas The Pirates of Penzance and 
Trial by Jury - first performed by the 
group when it started in 1963. 

The society was formed following a 
newspaper advert for what was then 
named the Gilbert and Sullivan Club 
Walsall and District, in 1962. Those 
who expressed an interest were sent a 


letter telling them the first rehearsal 
would be at the Butts School on 
January 2,1963. 

One of the first members was Dylys 
Bradbury, she said: “At this time I had 
no idea what I was letting myself in for 
as I had never heard of Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan or their operas. 

Rehearsal 

“But my father and I and duly 
arrived at the first rehearsal and the 
rest, as they say, is history.” 

Shows were performed at Tynings 
Lane School in Aldridge before moving 
to TP Riley School in Bloxwich and 
later to Darlaston Town Hall in 1967. 

The group later moved to Shire Oak 
School in Brownhills in 1984 and 1989 


at Brownhills Comprehensive School, 
when it changed its name to Walsall 
Gilbert and Sullivan Society. Last year, 
the society moved to the Forest Arts 
Centre in Hawbush Road, Leamore. 

Chairman Ken Rhodes said: “It costs 
about £10,000 to put on a show and 
people probably don’t realise the effort 
that goes into each one. 

“We have to plan around 12 months 
in advance for each show and members 
have to commit themselves to many 
weeks of rehearsals. 

“But we obviously all think it’s 
worth it because the buzz that we get 
from seeing another successful show is 
tremendous.”

Residents concerned as trees 
are cleared at care home site 


RESIDENTS are up in arms over the destruc¬ 
tion of trees that screen their homes from the 
future site of a large care home. 

The three-storey building will be built on land once taken 
up by Baytree House, a two-storey residential home, and 
will provide care for up to 70 residents in modern apart¬ 
ments with a roof top bowling green. 

Councillor John Rochelle voted against the development 
when it went before the planning committee. He said that 
he was surprised the development had gone ahead after a 
similar plan by developers was refused months earlier. 

The planning proposal submitted by Restful Homes 
Group included a report based on surveys that indicated 
more than 80 trees may be at risk due to disease and rot. 


Steve and Jayne Mason, 
both 43, live in Hallcroft 
Way, Aldridge, with their 
two young children. Their 
home ,which backs on to the 
site, will now be over looked. 

Despite seeing the plans 
online, they were surprised 
to see the number of trees 
removed. 

Wrenched 

Mr Mason said: “We are 
not necessarily against the 
idea of a care home but it’s 
not in keeping with the char¬ 
acter of the area. The trees 
going is terrible there was 
lots of wildlife, including 
squirrels and birds.” 

Sue Barrat, 65, has lived 
with husband Michael at 
their home in the road for 
more than 35 years and now 
fears properties value will 
drop. 

She said: “We had been 
reassured by the plans that 
only a few trees would be

removed. They have deci¬ 
mated trees that have been 
there for years. The diggers 
came and just wrenched 
them up out of the soil.” 

Tom Cawley, managing 
director for Restful Homes 
said: “The trees were 
removed by trained profes¬ 
sionals after several surveys 
had been carried out at the 
site. A number of the resi¬ 
dents were at the meeting 
and all had a chance to 
object. What we are plan¬ 
ning to build is well within 
building regulations.” 

“All the trees along the 
boundary will be replaced 
with new species as part of 
an expensive planting pro¬ 
gramme. 

“When the development is 
complete I will be inviting all 
local residents in to see the 
work we have done.”

Measures 
to protect 
memorial 

SECURITY measures are 
being installed at one of 
Aldridge’s best known land¬ 
marks to prevent vandals 
causing more damage. 

The Barr Beacon War 
Memorial, off Old Hall Lane, 
will be protected by a CCTV 
camera system and the 
chemical SmartWater to 
trace plaques should they be 
stolen. Part of the refurbish¬ 
ment will include the 
replacement of the famous 
green copper roof with the 
less precious metal zinc roof, 
that has been treated so that 
it will remain in keeping 
with the memorial. 

The measures have been 
introduced after metal 
thieves stripped the roof of 
its copper during two raids 
in 2011 leaving the site in 
need of £400,000 repairs 

Councillor Adrian 

Andrew, chairman of the 
Barr Beacon Trust, said: 
“This site is of significant 
historical importance, and 
we will do everything in our 
power to stop the mindless 
vandalism.” 


Museum in 
a bid to be 
permanent 

A TRANSPORT museum is 
aiming to open more fre¬ 
quently this summer after 
submitting plans to remain 
in its present Aldridge loca¬ 
tion. 

The Aston Manor Road 
Transport Museum has 
made a planning application 
to stay in Shenstone Drive. 

Change of use from com¬ 
mercial premises to a 
museum will help the 
charity become a permanent 
fixture and open its doors to 
visitors on a regular basis. 

It could then open up to 
four days a week and one 
aim is to become a regular 
school trip venue. 

The intention is to become 
a fully operational museum 
by June.

Alan Bishop said: “Planning 
permission means we get 
more recognition of what we 
are trying to do. 

“If we get through that 
planning hurdle we will 
need some modifications to 
make it more amenable to 
the public.” 

The application will go 
before councillors or officers 
under delegated powers. 

The museum, including 
up to 30 vehicles, faced an 
uncertain period last 
autumn after being forced to 
search for a new home for 
the second time in 12 
months. 

A series of events have 
already being lined up this 
year including a ‘museum 
re-awakening’ on March 17.

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Boss fined for having too 
many seats in stretch limo 


A LIMOUSINE operator who 
took youngsters to their 
school prom in an unsuitable 
vehicle has been ordered to 
pay almost £1,000 by Walsall 
Magistrates Court. 

Sarah Farrell was told to pay after 
admitting four charges relating to a 
Dodge stretch limousine registered in 
her name. 

Farrell was not at court last week but 
pleaded guilty to four motoring-related 
charges in writing. They all related to 
her owning a limousine which had nine 
passenger seats rather than eight, 
which she had the official paperwork 
for. 


The offences came to light after 
inspectors from the Vehicle and Opera¬ 
tor Services Agency pulled over the 
limo taking pupils from Wednesbury to 
a prom night at Walsall’s Banks’s 
Stadium on June 29 last year. 

Paperwork 

It was found that Farrell, aged 38, of 
Maryvale Road, Birmingham, did not 
have the proper paperwork and the 
limo was kitted out with nine seats 
though her licence only allowed her to 
carry eight passengers or less. 

It was being driven by Michael 
Blewer, who was employed by Farrell. 

She was ordered to pay a £350 fine, 
£593 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 


Writing to the court, Farrell claimed 
that when she bought the limo she 
thought it could carry up to 10 passen¬ 
gers. 

In January, Farrell had her limou¬ 
sine operator’s licence revoked for 12- 
months by the West Midlands Traffic 
Commissioner Nick Jones. He found 
she had been “reckless” in failing to 
check the legal status of her stretch 
limo. At the time Mr Jones labelled 
Farrell, , as a “naive individual” who 
ought to have applied for a private hire 
licence from a local authority. 

He said it had been a “flagrant 
breach of basic legal requirements” 
and she had already been warned of the 
rules. 


Pub landlord’s attacker gets suspended sentence 


A TEENAGER who smashed a pint glass into the face of a 
Black Country pub landlord on Christmas Eve has been sen¬ 
tenced. 

Staff at the Black Horse in Old Park Road, Darlaston, 
would not allow the girlfriend of Lewis Monk to drink 
alcohol on the premises because she did not have any ID, a 
judge heard. She was ejected by landlord Geoffrey Clarke 
after being spotted taking a swig from the drink of another 
customer in her group. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told that Mr Clarke, 
who had only been in the job for four days, then had an 
empty glass rammed into the side of his face, knocking him 


to the ground, where he was attacked by the 19-year-old, 
who also threatened to burn the pub down. 

Prosecutor Mr David Lees said Monk smashed a window 
causing £150 damage as he left after another customer 
halted the assault and trippd the culprit when he tried to 
run away. 

Monk, from Goldthorn Road, Kidderminster admitted 
assault and damaging property and was given an eight- 
month sentence suspended under supervision for a year, 
told to do 100 hours unpaid work and ordered to pay £850 
in costs and compensation. He was also banned from the 
Black Horse for two years.

Hidden cameras plan 
to catch out fly-tippers 


COVERT cameras will be 
installed at a fly-tipping 
hotspot in Moxley following 
complaints about tyres being 
dumped there. 

There have been calls for 
Bull Lane to be cleaned up 
following five tyre fires since 
the start of the year. 

Councillor Chris Bott said 
the number of tyres being 
dumped was posing a fire 
risk. 

Walsall Council revealed 
that covert cameras will be 
put in place in a bid to stop 


the “menace” of fly-tippers, 
who also struck at the land¬ 
mark Barr Beacon war 
memorial last month. 

Zahid Ali, public protec¬ 
tion boss, called for people to 
report cases. 

“Fly-tippers are a 
menace,” he said. 

“They ruin our streets and 
green spaces with no regard 
for residents who not only 
have to look at the eyesore 
they create but are paying 
for the clean-up through 
their council tax. ”

‘Last chance 
saloon’ for a 

lead thief. 23 


A FATHER-of-two 
who stripped lead 
from a Walsall 
brewery roof has 
walked free from 
court. 

Aaron Baker caused 
£7,500 worth of damage 
when he targeted Highgate 
Brewery on the night of 
August 29 last year. 

He and an accomplice, 
Amanda Perks, were 
arrested nearby by police 
after a neighbour raised the 
alarm. 

Baker, of Hogarth Close, 
Willenhall, was given a 12- 
month community order at 
Walsall Magistrates Court 
last week and warned it was 
his last chance. 

Chairman of the bench 
Brian Benton said custody 
was Baker’s next stop if he 
committed any more 
offences. 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court: “At 
11.25pm neighbours in 
Sandy Mount Road reported 
a male and female stripping 
the roof of the brewery. The 
male was seen to remove 
lead and slide it under 
locked gates. 

“The property is listed. 
Damage was caused to the 
roof. Lead was removed, gut¬ 
tering damaged and a metal 
shutter ripped.” 

In an interview with 


police, Baker denied going 
anywhere near the brewery. 
But he and Perks were found 
guilty of burglary after a 
day-long trial. 

Evidence was heard that 
Baker and Perks stole up to 
20ft of lead flashing from the 
Grade Il-listed Highgate 
Brewery, as well as a number 
of beer bottles. Perks was 
the lookout and the lead was 
carried off in a green wheelie 
bin 

Police officers attended 
the scene soon after the bur¬ 
glary and Baker and Perks 
were standing outside her 
address in nearby Lysways 
Street. 

CCTV 

Baker was identified by 
officers on brewery CCTV 
and also in an identification 
parade by witnesses. 

Mr Chris Stapleton, 
defending, told the court 
that Baker had an alcohol 
problem. He added: “He is 
aware prison is a possibility. 
He will lose his family, 
address and his children.” 

As well as the 12-month 
community order, 23-year- 
old Baker was also asked to 
pay £3,750 in compensation. 

Mr Benton told him: “This 
is the last chance saloon. 
Next for you is custody.” 

Perks is being sentenced 
at a later date at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court.

COMEDIAN Tom Stade will be returning to the 
city he once called home when he performs in 
Wolverhampton on Saturday night. 

And the Canadian-born stand up says he couldn’t be 
happier than bringing his new tour, Tom Stade Totally 
Rocks, to his old stomping ground in the Black Country. 


Speaking in his raspy 
tones, Tom said some of his 
fondest memories were from 
his three years living in 
Bilston, where he moved 
with his English wife and 
children for low rent and a 
central position for the UK 
gig circuit. 

Not only that, but the 
town - which he affection¬ 
ately nicknames ‘the ghetto’ 
- has given him reams of 
material. 

“I know I make jokes 
about it but I love going to 
Wolverhampton,” he says. 

“I enjoy the people there. 
They are just fun and care¬ 
free. The crowds are 
awesome.” 

Homage 

One of Tom’s best-loved 
stand-up routines is about 
his days spent shopping for 
bargains at Bilston Market, 
particulary the patter of a 
mobile butcher. 

He first performed that 
routine at the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival some years 
back but it brought him 
fame when he stole the show 
on TV’s Michael McIntyre’s 
Comedy Roadshow from 
Birmingham. 

He said that although he 
wants to move on and focus 
on new material, he is con¬ 
sidering including it in his 
upcoming set to pay homage 
to the city that became his 
home in the UK and where

one of his two children first 
went to school. 

“The meat van joke has 
become a phenomenon to 
me,” he says. “I’ve never 
seen anything like it. Now 
when I do it people just 
shout out all the lines.

It’s hard for me 
because you don’t want to 
disappoint fans who want to 
see new material. 

“But I think in Wolver¬ 
hampton I might just do it 
for them because they are 
the ones who spawned it.”

Giant 
beanbag chairs, basketball 
shorts and honey pots are 
the only topics he is willing

Plaques play an educational role 


THE blue plaques still play a huge 
huge educational role, says Jez 
Nicholson, of the national 
website Open Plaques. 

“The plaques are very often the first thing 
that gets people to take an interest in their 
local history,” he adds. 

There is a question mark over the future 
of them in London but there are plenty to 
be seen around the Black County. 

In Dudley there are seven such plaques 
(although only five of them are actually 
blue), around 20 in Sandwell, and around 
seven in Walsall. 

Television comedian Billy Dainty, who 
died aged 59 in 1986, is honoured on a 
plaque at Dudley Town Hall, along with 
fellow pantomime star Clarkson Rose. 

Others in the borough include Halesowen 
poet and landscape gardener William Shen- 
stone, comedienne Dolly Allen, and Holly¬ 
wood star Sir Cedric Hardwicke.

Councillor Tracy Wood says the council’s 
policy is that the plaques should be funded 
by the person or group requesting them, 
and this includes installation, unless it is on 
a council building. 

One of Walsall’s five plaques is in memory 
of Jerome K Jerome, the author of Three 
Men in a Boat. 

Moreen Wilkes is chairman of West 
Bromwich Local History Society, which is 
behind three plaques which have been 
installed at landmarks around the town. 

She says securing funding for the plaques 
has definitely become more difficult 
recently, and can well envisage that fewer 
new plaques will be unveiled in years to 
come. 

“In the past there has been lottery 
funding available, but a lot of that has dried 
up,” she says. The funding is there if you are 
willing to search for it, but it is very difficult 


to find, and you really have to dot all the ‘i’s 
and cross all the ! t’s. 

“A lot of the heritage money went to the 
Olympics last year, meaning that there is 
less to go around.” 

It was Heritage Lottery funding that 
helped Smethwick Local History Society 
mark the Millennium by having 10 plaques 
erected at important sites around the area. 

“Our plaques cost in the region of £250,” 
says the society’s Mary Bodfish. 

Dedicated 

Among the sites recognised in this way are 
the site of James Watt’s Smethwick engine 
which pumped water from the town’s locks 
in 1779 to 1891, and the Old Chapel Inn, pre¬ 
viously The Hand of Providence, an 18th 
century pub in Uplands which dates from 
the same time as the neighbouring church. 

War ley Woods, and the Soho Foundry are 
also recognised. 

Historian Terry Price is behind three 
plaques in West Bromwich, all of which are 
dedicated to the Hollywood star Madeleine 


Carroll. 

One is at her birthplace, which was 
financed by the proceeds of Mr Price’s 
history books, another at her childhood 
home was jointly financed by Mr Price and 
Sandwell Council, and a third, at the former 
West Bromwich Grammar School, where 
Carroll was a pupil, was sponsored by the 
Old Throstles Association. 

Not that everybody is keen on being hon¬ 
oured in this way. 

Mr Price approached rock legend Robert 
Plant about installing a plaque at his birth¬ 
place in West Bromwich, but the musician 
declined the offer. 

Mr Price believes there probably will be 
fewer plaques installed in years to come, but 
this is not down to shortage of funding. 

“I don’t think there are that many people 
who are really successful, and we don’t want 
it to become devalued to the point where 
every Tom, Dick and Harry is getting some¬ 
thing.”

Dorothy Pattison, more commonly known as Sister Dora, 
was a nun who was sent to work at Walsall’s hospital in 
Bridge Street in 1865. She spent the rest of her life in the 
town earning comparisons with Florence Nightingale. She 
dealt with a smallpox epidemic in the town in 1875. In 
1882, a stained glass window at St Matthew’s Church, 
Walsall, was dedicated to her.

The Nazis industrialised death 
thanks to mass transport 
made possible by railways 

T WfWWffWWFW 
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A girl gives a heart-breaking 
account of life in a concentra¬ 
tion camp - and survives 


EUGENICS, the pernicious 
pseudo-scientific idea that 
some races are superior to 
others, was taken to its murder¬ 
ous extreme by Adolf Hitler but 
can trace its origins back to Vic¬ 
torian Birmingham. 

The term ‘eugenics’, from the Greek 
word eu (good or well) and suffix genes 
(born), was coined by Sparkbrook-born 
Sir Francis Galton, who was inspired by 
his cousin Charles Darwin’s seminal work 
On The Origin Of Species. 

The theory of natural selection influ¬ 
enced Gabon’s research into selective 
breeding, which sparked a deeply-flawed 
eugenics movement which became influ¬ 
ential in the early 20th century It reached 
its horrific extreme in the 1940s with 
Hitler’s Final Solution and the depraved 
experiments of Josef Mengele. 

Evidence 

A party of 200 Black Country school- 
children recently saw evidence of the 
tragic results of eugenics on a visit to 
Poland, organised by the Holocaust Edu¬ 
cation Trust, to tour the Nazi death camps 
of Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

The Birmingham connection is high¬ 
lighted in new book Railways And The 
Holocaust: The Trains That Shamed 
The World (Mortons, paperback, 
£6.99). It may at first seem incongruous 
for a railway magazines publisher to focus 
on the Holocaust, and the detailing of loco¬ 
motive serial numbers seems oddly out of 
place on pages dealing with mass murder, 
but without the railways the murder of 
millions of people in concentration camps 
would not have been possible. 

In a series of interesting articles author 
Robin Jones explores the roots of Nazi 
racism, the role of railway workers in the 
Holocaust and asks why the rail lines to 
the death camps were not bombed. 

The most famous story from the Holo¬ 
caust is that recounted in the Diary of a 


Young Girl by Anne Frank but that ends 
before Anne was transported to her death 
at Auschwitz. The newly published 
Helga’s Diary (Viking, hardback, 
£16.99) is Czech Jewish child Helga 
Weiss’s account of life and death inside 
Terezin concentration camp. 

It is the little things that break the 
heart here, a girl’s desperate yearning to 
catch a glimpse of the father so cruelly 
separated from her and the childish illus¬ 
trations of life in the camp. Only a few 
hundred of the 15,000 Jewish children 
who entered Terezin survived, one of 
them was Helga, now a great-grand¬ 
mother living in Prague. 

She has rewritten sections of her 
journal over the years and maybe they 
should have been left in their raw state, 
but it remains a powerful testament. 

Other recent publications on this 
darkest period of human history include: 

Blood Lands (Bodley Head, hard¬ 
back, £25) shows that the Holocaust hap¬ 
pened outside the camps too, as Timothy 
Snyder goes to greath length to give voice 
to the victims of massacres in the ‘Blood 
Lands’ between Berlin and Moscow, 
where 14 million died over 12 years as 
victims of Hitler and Stalin. 

The Forgotten Holocaust (Hip- 
pocrene, paperback, £16.99) by 
Richard C Lukas highlights the suffering 
of the Polish nation during the Second 
World War, and suffer they did with some 
six million deaths. He also tackles the still 
sensitive issue of Polish-Jewish relations. 

Savage Continent (Viking, hard¬ 
back, £25) by Keith Lowe explores the 
period after the war officially ended. The 
architects of the new Europe were eventu¬ 
ally successful in rebuilding a continent 
laid waste with entire cities obliterated 
and 35 million people dead. But there was 
a lawless, chaotic period after the war 
when nationalists fought Communists, 
Germans suffered retribution and Jews 
were again targeted.

A child is dead. A community 
is in shock. A stranger arrives, 
keen to find out what 
happened. 

In those three short, sharp 
sentences, we have the basic plot of 
Broadchurch, a new, eight-part drama 
from Chris Chibnall. 

“Broadchurch is a hybrid: a cocktail 
of stories,” explains Chibnall. ‘A drama 
about a community racked by grief 
and suspicion. A whodunit packed 
with suspects. A character-driven, 
emotional thriller, thick with twists and 
turns.” 

The writer’s previous credits include 
Torchwood and Doctor Who - in fact, 
Broadchurch features several actors 
who have featured in the latter, such 
as David Tennant, Olivia Colman and 
Arthur Darvill. But the drama itself 
couldn’t be further removed from the 
Whoniverse if it tried. 

Instead, it focuses on the effect 
young Danny Latimer’s death has on 
the residents of the small Dorset town 
in which he lived, including his 
devastated parents, sister and 
grandmother, as well as the local 
vicar, the family’s friends and a _ 


mysterious character living in the local 
caravan park. 

Policewoman Ellie Miller is close to 
the case thanks to her son’s friendship 
with Danny, and she finds it difficult to 
deal with the subsequent investigation 
into his death, which is led by Dl Alec 
Hardy, a newcomer to the area whose 
methods may stir matters up. 

‘The script has great humanity and I 
think Chris shows immense 
understanding of the human condition 
in all the different characters and the 
way it impacts on the community,” 
says Tennant. “I think it will have 
emotional empathy, which is what 
pulls the audience in, whatever it is - 
whether it’s a murder mystery or 
something set in the future on Mars - 
it’s always that recognition of the 
human experience. That’s what makes 
us enjoy watching other people’s 
stories.” 

Having worked with Chibnall before 
on Doctor Who, Tennant knew the 
script for Broadchurch would be good, 
but wasn’t prepared for just HOW 
good it would be. 


subsequent scripts would be 
appearing throughout the process and 
we wouldn’t get final scripts until 
months into the shoot - which is a 
gamble,” claims Tennant. “But the 
fact I read it from cover to cover 
in one pass and was left at the end of 
the first episode desperately wanting 
to know what happens next was 
telling.” 

Jodie Whittaker, Andrew Buchan, 
Carolyn Pickles and Vicky McClure 
are among the outstanding 
supporting cast - and if their 
presence in this production is anything 
to go by, it’s going to be very special 
indeed. 

Tennant is certainly very happy with 
the way the drama has turned out: 
“What’s been great is working with the 
varied and talented cast. It’s great to 
be part of a genuine ensemble. 

“It’s also great to be part of 
something where all the characters 
have equally powerful stories to 
tell. There’s the whodunit aspect 
but there are other stories going on at 
the same time and such wonderful 
people portraying those parts and 
seeing those characters and worlds 
develop.” _

Three-door 
Seat Leon 
is unveiled 

THE wraps have been taken off the new three- 
door Seat Leon SC, revealing a shorter wheel¬ 
base and a different side profile to 
differentiate it from the five-door. 

Reducing the wheelbase by 35mm makes the SC more 
agile than the five-door, while a more steeply raked rear 
windscreen gives it a more aggressive silhouette. 

The car is, on paper, otherwise much the same as the 
existing Leon hatchback. It shares the same range of petrol 
and diesel engines, and the wheelbase change hasn’t 
affected boot space or rear headroom - although legroom in 
the back has decreased slightly. 

“We have given the three-door Leon SC a highly distinc¬ 
tive character - just deleting two doors would not have been 
enough for us,” says Alejandro Mesonero-Romanos, head of 
Seat design. 

“That is why we opted for the shorter wheelbase - 
although it is only 35mm, the visual effect is very powerful. 
The result is a big difference in the expression of dynamics. ” 

The turbocharged petrol engine range starts with the 
104bhp 1.2 TSI, with a 138bhp 1.4 and a 177bhp 1.8 above 
it. In the way of diesels, there are 1.6-litre and 2.0-litre 
choices, with the 104bhp 1.6 TDI pushing out 99g/km of 
C02, and the arguably more impressive 2.0-litre with 
148bhp emits just 106g/km. 

“With its slightly shortened wheelbase, the Leon SC is 
the sportiest and most emotional member of the Leon 
family,” says Dr Matthias Rabe, vice-president of research 
and development at Seat.

RESPECT is hard to come by but, 
ultimately, you get what you 
deserve. 

After just one defeat in 2013, Walsall are 
gaining admiration - yet it’s unlikely to be 
found in west London, writes Nick 
Mashiter. 

Saturday’s 0-0 draw at Brentford was 
another point proved, but Uwe Rosler’s 
post-match comments were laced with the 
kind of dismissal Dean Smith is keen to stop 
as the Bees boss gave Saddlers little credit. 

Quotes of “Against teams like this we 
need to play with a higher tempo” and 
“Walsall came here to slow the game down 
and we didn’t do anything about it” high¬ 
light his frustration. 

Two years ago, as Saddlers were relega¬ 
tion fodder, that may have cut some ice, just. 
But not now. 

There is still a sense, as Smith has admit¬ 
ted, that the Saddlers remain viewed as easy 
pickings, perennial strugglers. But Walsall 
are a changed team - a changed club - and 
their progression must be recognised. 

Progress 

Last season they got to 50 points only on 
the final day of the season, but have already 
surpassed that total this term. 

Even the Great Escape of 2010-11, full of 
euphoria and suspense, yielded only 48 and 
it is a measure of their progress that they are 
on course for the best season in three years. 

That they still have play-off ambitions is 
a further testament to the change heading 
into the final two months of the season. 

A draw did little to enhance either team’s 
promotion hopes, though, and with the Sad¬ 
dlers nine points off the top six their chal¬ 
lenge hinges on the next couple of weeks.
